Registering Your Group : The Arctic Blast Group Information Form (pg-3) and Group Roster (pg-4) 
must be submitted to Venture Crew 275 with full payment on, or before Friday, February 3, 2012. 

Confirmation Email : Once we receive your group's information form, roster, and full payment, you 
will receive a confirmation email. 

Paperless Rental : Wilmot Mountain features a paperless rental system that shortens the line when 
receiving your rentals, but does require the form to be filled out prior to printing your tickets. The form 
is available online at http ://shopwilmotmountain. com/SelfEntry/ so individuals can fill it out at home, 
read their rental form waiver, and have their information captured electronically for the remainder of the 
season. 

Note : The names listed on your group's roster must be an exact match to the names entered in 
Wilmot's Paperless Rental System. 

Your Group's Tickets : You will receive two kinds of tickets, depending on who needs rentals. 
Whoever needs rental equipment will have a specific ticket with their name, rental package, and rental 
form bar-coded onto their ticket. If they are not renting, their ticket will simply have Crew 275 on it. Once 
you have dispersed your group's tickets they can pick up their rental and make their way to their 
complimentary group lesson! 

Rentals : People who are renting should go to the rental building after they receive their lift ticket from 
Crew 275. In the rental department, they will first get their boots. Once their boots are on, they will then 
get their skis, snowboard and/or helmet. After they have their equipment, exit the building and start skiing 
or snowboarding. Beginners or those needing a refresher will go to their group lesson. 
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Equipment Packages and Rates : 

Lift Ticket Only: $22.00 

Skiing: Skis, Ski Boots and Poles - $42.00 ** 

Snowboarding: Snowboard, Snowboard Boots and Leash - $52.00 ** 

Helmets: Helmets made specifically for Skiing and Snowboarding - $10.00 * 

* If ONLY a helmet is being rented than an additional refundable $10.00 fee is required** 

There is a $10.00 per-person refundable rental fee, regardless of the number of items rented. 

** All rental equipment packages listed above include a $10.00 REFUNDABLE DEPOSIT PER 
PERSON that will be returned in CASH upon exchange of a Rental Return Receipt to any Lift Ticket 
Cashier. 

Group Lessons : Group lessons are complimentary. All instructors are certified and have spent years 
learning how to teach others. 

Lesson Time : 1-hour 

Return Your Equipment : When your group is done skiing and snowboarding return the rental 
equipment to the same building. The Rental Facility will have signs and people will be willing to direct 
you where to return the boots, skis, poles and helmets. 

Deposit : When your gear is turned in, the Rental Department will print out a Rental Return Receipt 
stating that the equipment has been returned. Bring that receipt up to any Lift Ticket Cashier in the Main 
Lodge and exchange it for the $10.00 cash. 

Optional Expenses : Arcade, Ski Shop, Souvenirs and Restaurants; Pizza Barn, full service cafeteria, 
and a freestanding coffee bar w/ baked goods. 

BYO: Sack lunches are only allowed in the area near the lockers between the Pizza Barn and the Main 
Bar Lodge. Coolers & crock-pots are NOT allowed. 

Seating : Wilmot is open to the public; therefore, seating is on a first-come, first-serve basis. 

Checking In : Venture Crew 275 will be in the Main Lodge. We ask that ONLY the group leader comes 
to the Crew 275 check in table, there we will give the group leader your pre -printed tickets.
